"NEWSECTION. Sec. 4. A newsection is added to chapter 41. 05 RCW
to read as foll ows:

The adm nistrator shall establish a pharmacy and therapeutics
committee to identify its preferred drugs.

(1) The pharmacy and therapeutics commttee shall be conprised of

practicing |licensed physicians, other practicing licensed health
professionals wth prescriptive authority, practicing |icensed
phar maci sts, and pharnmacoeconom sts. At least one licensed health

professional with prescriptive authority and one pharnmaci st nust have
denonstrated experience in serving wonen, children, and people of
color. The nenbership conposition nust be consistent with applicable
federal requirenments under Title XI X of the federal social security act
to allow full participation by the departnent of social and health
services or other state agencies in activities under this act.

(2) The pharmacy and t herapeutics comnmttee shall review nationally
recogni zed therapeutic drug classes. The conmmttee nust wuse an
evi dence- based process that evaluates the efficacy of prescription
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drugs, considering safety, ef ficacy, i kelihood of conpliance,
outcones, and any unique inpacts on specific popul ations based upon
factors such as sex, age, ethnicity, race, or disability. For each

t herapeutic class reviewed, the commttee nust identify the
prescription drugs determned to be nost clinically effective, and if
applicable, equally effective. Decisions of the pharmacy and

t herapeutics commttee regarding the clinical effectiveness of drugs
within a therapeutic class are binding on the adm nistrator.

(3) Menbers of the pharmacy and therapeutics conmttee are inmune
fromcivil liability for any official acts perfornmed in good faith as
menbers of the commttee.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 5. A new section is added to chapter 41.05 RCW
to read as foll ows:

St at e- purchased health care prograns shall adopt any preferred drug
list established by the adm nistrator for the price discount program
conponents of their prograns that purchase prescription drugs directly
or through rei nbursenent of retail pharnmacies consistent wth the scope
of benefits offered through those prograns. In adm nistering
prescription drug benefits under state-purchased health care prograns,
agenci es shall honor an endorsing prescriber's direction to di spense a
prescription drug as witten on the prescription order or to continue
therapy with the drug classes included in section 4 of this act."
